U.S. Orbits Spy-in-Sky 


To Spot Missile Attacks 


It is pleasant countryside. There ae fa 


are forests of pine with birch 
trees ghost-white in their depths. 
There are lakes and streams to 
be seen, as well as marsh lands. 
The terrain is attractive, ranging 
from level to low-lying hills which 
are a part of the Urals which 
there begin to slope down to the 
West Siberian plain. The Iset Riv- 
er flows through the city and, in 
the countryside, one can see 
brooks which are its tributaries. 
Some of the grassy slopes, rising 
from the roadways and climbing 
to the darkness of pine, have 
a beauty equalling that of any 
land. 


The Guns 


We did not see any anti-air- 
craft guns. But they were there. 
Sverdlovsk is the heart of the 
great concentration of industry in 
the Urals. All about it are in- 
dustrial towns and cities, includ- 
ing an atomic power plant which 
by now should be near comple- 
tion; the largest Copper refinery 
in the nation; the second major 
electrical manufacturing plant, 
the greatest pipe production, and 
many factories turning out heavy 
equipment of all kinds. It is a 
center of chemicals, electronics, 
plastics, rubber and wire. 


And though they were not to be 
seen everyone knew that nowhere 
in the world was there heavier 
massing of anti-aircraft guns. 


Our party, flying in Soviet jets, 
landed at one of five large air- 
ports. This was located some nine 
miles from the city and is a ma- 
jor terminal on the principal 
routes between Moscow and the 
Far West. All the fields are used 
by the Soviet air force. 


If U2 pilot Francis Powers 
was to be shot down, here was 
the place. If war were to come 
Sverdlovsk and the area about it 
for a radius of 100 miles would 
become a target for attack. Hence, 
any aircraft flying over it ‘at 
whatever height instantly set in 
motion every agency of death 
which the Soviets have established 
there in so great a number and 
variety. 


This is true not merely because 
of the vast and vital industrial 
production. It is, necessarily the 
largest transportation center in 
the Urals. Two lines run to Eu- 
ropean Russia, which begins not 
far outside the city’s limits. One 
runs via Perm in the northwest 
and the other westward via Ka- 
zan. Two lines extend eastward 
to join the legendary Trans-Si- 
berian railroad at Omsk. Three 
more run south, north and north- 
east. 


A Heart 


Sverdlovsk, and its satellite in- 
dustrial cities, which sit in pleas- 
ant valleys or on the slopes of the 
Ural foothills, is one of the fast- 
pumping industrial hearts of Rus- 
sia’s desperately-pushed and de- 
veloping industrial future. Here is 
heavily concentrated fire power 
and fighter craft always on the 
alert. 


In a sense Sverdlovsk is a war- 
miade city. It was founded by Pe- 
ter the Great who wanted to use 
its minerals and ores as a part of 
his plan to westernize his country. 
It is entirely of Russian origin 
and lacks any touches of Euro- 
pean architecture. There are a 
few old, wooden buildings among 
the modern. Fear of war caused 
a great increase in its productive 
capacity in the thirties. Reloca- 
tion of plants from combat zones 
during World War II doubled its 
capacity. Since then the growth 
has been accelerated to build up 
the military machine and pro 
vide goods for industry in gen-

WASHINGTON (AP) — Without

Cuba to Regulate

WASHINGTON—The Cuban government has noti- 
fied the United States of its intention to control the 
passage of Cuban nationals to and from the U.S. naval 
base at Guantanamo Bay. 
The purpose of this control, 
the U. S. Embassy in Havana 
has been informed, is to enable 
the Cuban government “‘to cap- 
ture” the dollars earned by Cu- 
bans who work at the base or 
who sell merchandise there.

Both the bank and the Customs 
Office would have “under their 
charge”’ the control of passage 
from Cuban territory to Guan- 
tanamo for the purpose of ap- 
plying ‘“‘certain measures’ to 
effect the capture of dollars 
earned by Cubans through work 
or the supply of merchandise, the 
note explained. 

Roughly 3,000 Cubans are em- 
ployed at the naval base.

Supreme Court’s 1954 desegrega- 
tion decision as the law of the land 
and also has publicly acknowl- 
edged the moral right of Negroes 
to be served at Southern lunch 
counters.

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County Unit Device 
Is Drag on State 


We trust that Robert H. Jordan, ol 
the State Highway Board, will pardon 
us if we examine into his speech in de- 
fense of the county-unit system. 

Mr. Jordan said that to abolish it and 
give representation in the Legislature 
on the basis of population would make it 
necessary to build a 25-story building to 
house the Legislature. He also fears con- 
trol of the state by the six large counties. 


In the first place, no other state has 
‘a county-unit system like Georgia’s and 
none has built a 25-story building to 
house its Legislature. Nor do the large 
city-counties control. Upper New York 
State more often than not outvotes the 
great boroughs of New York City, which 
are the equivalent of counties. The con- 
centrations of populations rarely vote 
as blocs. There is no reason for them to 
be hostile to the best interests of the 
state. 

Is it right, or constitutional, that it 
should take about 100 votes in Rich- 
mond, Chatham, Muscogee or Fulton to 
equal one in the smallest county? Don’t 
the voters in large counties have rights? 
Why is it presumed they would vote 
against the interests of the rest of the 
state? 

Can it honestly be said that Georgia’s 
county-unit system is conducive to good 
government? Is it not the truth that it 
makes corruption more easy and sustains 
it more rapidly? | 

Does Georgia, with the county-unit 
svstem, have a highway system as good 
as that of her neighbors who govern 
themselves without such a monstrosity ? 

Does Georgia, with the unit system, 
make as much progress in education as 
most other states? 

Does the unit system make for effi- 
ciency in state purchases? 

Isn't it true that the system makes the 
Capitol subject to political coercion on 
the part of county commissioners. ; 

Nor is the unit system “identical” with 
that used in national elections. Popula- 
tion plays a part in this and in the num- 
bers of congressmen. 

We do not question Mr. Jordan's sin- 
cerity—but what, if anything, do we get 
out of the gross inequities of the unit 
svstem which in effect disfranchises so 
many thousands of Georgians? 

If it is such a boon to government why 
haven't 49 other states adopted it?

Orbiting ‘Spy in Sky 
Is Major U.S. Victory 


The mighty Midas went into orbit ves- 
terday, giving birth to a new system of 
intelligence reports. 

The space-born alarm system is an ex- 
tremely valuable asset to national de- 
fense. It is equipped to provide America 
with a 30-minute warning of an impend- 
ing missile assault. This is about twice 
the time available with present radar 
systems. 

Thus “spy-in-the-sky” takes on a 
new meaning, one which could very well 
be the key to survival of the free world. 
It most assuredly should have a deterrent 
effect on aggression but in the event an 
attack should come, Midas places us in 
much better position to protect ourselves 
and to retaliate swiftly. 

Nor does the Soviet Union have any 
grounds for protesting the new satellite’s 
whirling over its territory in view of the 
many boasts from Moscow of the satellites 
the Communists have orbited.

Paris Fiasco Casts Doubt 
On Wisdom of Summitry 


An incredible week that witnessed the debacle of the Paris sum- 
mit meeting and the fantastic tirades of Premier Khrushchev has 
passed into history. History will appraise the various peripheral fac- 
tors which contributed to the shambles, including the circumstances 
that encouraged the Soviet ruler to gamble on a Western surrender 
and the State department’s ineptitude in the U2 incident. 


But public opinion in the free 
world has already passed judg- 
ment on the power and the man 
primarily responsible for the 
wreckage. This power is Soviet 
Russia and the man is Premier 
Khrushchev. 

The Paris fiasco is not merely 
the fiasco of a single conference. 
It casts new doubt on the wis- 
dom of the whole concept of 
“‘summitry” as practiced in the 
past, beginning with Teheran 
through + Yalta, Potsdam and 
Geneva to Paris. Certainly no 
American president should again 
be exposed to the verbal assaults, 
abuses and humiliations heaped 
upon President Eisenhower nor 
should the Soviets ever get a new 
opportunity to pull the rug from 
under him on some other pretext 
if he does not yield to their de- 
mands. Premier Khrushchev may 
scorn the concepts of a diplomat 
and pride himself on being a 
blunt-spoken “‘man of the people’ 
who employs in international re- 
lations the same trickery and 
language the Communists use 
among themselves, calling a Go- 
mulka a “traitor” one minute 
and embracing him as a “dear 
comrade” the next. But the same 
methods go amiss when directed 
against an American president 
who is not only head of the Amer- 


Cr 


ican government but also head of 
the American state. 


Eisenhower won the acclaim of 
the free world for the dignity with 
which he met the attack but a 
repetition of such abuse could 
only demean the dignity of the 
presidency itself and therewith 
the dignity of the United States. 

Summit meetings as_ instru- 
ments for complex negotiations 
have also proved a practical fail- 
ure—except for the Soviets. They 
have merely provided the Soviets 
with a summit propaganda forum 
and even where some negotiations 
have taken place the time limits 
imposed on them have permitted 
only the most general agreements 
in principle, which the Soviets 
immediately tore to shreds. 

If Paris has proved anything 
it has proved that real agree- 
ments must be hammered out in 
painstaking diplomatic negotia- 
tions according to century-old tra- 
ditions and that in the face of 
Soviet perfidy such agreements 
must be self-enforcing. Only when 
real agreements have been 
reached would a future summit 
meeting be in order to si

PARIS—In the absence of any international | 
law defining outer space and territorial air lim- _ 2 
its, this week’s Security Council debate on the Fe 


U2 incident must inevitably be loaded with paradox. It is ev | para- 
doxical that the debate is being held at all. Moscow demands the 
United States be ordered to halt manned plane reconnaissance flights. 


But already before the Soviet 
complaint was registered, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had announced 


their cessation. There isn’t any 
U2 argument. 


Moscow has never objected to 
unmanned reconnaissance by our 
Tiros I photographic satellite. Yet 
pictures taken and transmitted by 
Tiros I are so accurate that we 
were indeed worried—before the 
U2 incident—about Soviet “spy in 
the sky”’ charges. 

When Khrushchev’ clamored 
most loudly about the U2 affair, 
De Gaulle coldly observed that 
the new Soviet “‘space ship” was 
crossing France 18 times a day. 
Khrushchev saw no connection 
between satellites and recon- 
naissance planes. Therefore, he 
neither can nor will complain 
about our unmanned flying cam- 
eras. 


The result is that the United 
Nations is being asked to engage 
in a propaganda argument about 
a practically outmoded and aban- 
doned form of mechanical spy- 
ing. The U2 will be virtually ob- 
solete when Tiro II, Midas, Samos 
and similar devices are orbited. 


Moscow, indeed, shows by its 
attitude on the U2 problem its ac- 
ceptance of a custom established 
when military aircraft were first 
widely employed during World 
War I. This is that a nation’s ter- 
ritorial air limits extend only as

During the past several months considerable 
attention and thought have been concentrated on 
the subject of capital punishment, I refrained 


high as that nation can control 
such limits. 

We may confirm this Soviet ap- 
proach by analyzing previous So- 
viet actions. 

Moscow has lodged several pro- 
tests against overflights of Amer- 
ican planes—but never of U2s. It 
protested about non-U2 aircraft 
because they appeared in air that 
Moscow was capable of control- 
ling. But at no time, until the 
May 1 Sverdlosk incident, did 
Moscow even mention U2 flights. 

There is obvious need for world 
accord on air space.

The greatest paradox, which 
will probably escape the diplo- 
mats in the United Nation’s me- 
nagerie, is that neither the com 
plainant, Russia, nor the accused, 
America, is likely to accept re- 
striction by other less advanced 
nations on their unmanned flying 
cameras. Here Moscow and 
Washington are allied against the 
rest of the world—although they 
don’t seem to know it.

Lt. Gov. Byrd told Atlanta 
Civitans Tuesday that a “‘stronger 
two-party system in the South 
would mean a healthier political 
air.”’

ATLAS STARTS RISE 


The satellite comprised the sec- 
ond stage of a two-stage missile. 
The first stage was a standard 
Atlas ICBM 77 feet long with its 
adapter section, and with a thrust 
of 360,000 pounds in its liquid- 
fuel engines. The instruments 
alone weighed 3,000 pounds, the 
heaviest instrument package of 
any U. S. satellite. 


The guidance system included 
a device that directed the satel- 
lite into the desired trajectory 
by feeding a tape, with signals 
prepared in advance, into an auto- 
pilot that corrects the flight path. 


The second stage, an Agena 
rocket that was developed for the 
Discoverer series of _ satellite 
launchings on the West Coast, be- 
came the entire orbiting vehicle. 
It is separated by a 15,000-pound 
thrust liquid fuel rocket engine. 


The payload contained infra-red 
equipment, attached to electronic 
devices that can emit signals 
back to earth. When the Midas 
satellite is in orbit, its instru- 
ments reorient it into a stable, 
nose-down attitude so that the 
infrared sensory equipment is di- 
rected toward earth.

Canadian high schools, the study 
threw a searchlight on the aca- 
demic, driving and social habits 
of 20.000 junior and senior stu- 
dents. No breakdown of the over- 
all study was available imme- 
diately on an individual basis on 
the Atlanta schools. 


The study, based on a ques- 
tionnaire which the students an- 
swered, showed that teen-age 
drivers as a group afe causing 
grave concern to parents, educa- 
tors and law enforcement agencies 
because of high accident rates. 


It substantiates the importance 
of parental control of the teen- 
ager and showed teen-agers’ acci- 
dent rate about twice as high as 
the average adult. Average se- 
verity of teen-agers’ accidents 
was considerably higher. 

“It's simply not true that a 
small nfinority of the youngsters 
are responsible for most of the 
accidents,”’ said E. A. McDonald, 
regional manager here of the All- 
state Insurance Companies. 


“Repeaters aren’t the major 
problem, for we have found that 
those who have accidents today 
usually aren’t the same ones who 
have the accidents tomorrow. Re-

Students complain that the tone 
of the campus press often is mod- 
erated; and those who criticized 
their administrations expressed 
fear of reprisals. 


But the principal sin of most 
administrators seems to be one 
of omission rather than commis- 
sion. 


In molding the state’s colleges 
into vocational schools, they have 
failed to create an intellectual 
climate. beneficent to free thought 
and creative inquiry; they have, 
in short, failed to spark the imagi- 
nation, quicken the heart and 
awaken the dormant mind of the 
“docile generation,” say student 
critics. 


“Our administration has made 
no basic commitment to the in- 
tellectual way of life,” said an 
Emory student, “They don’t un- 
derstand that their obligation is 
more than training doctors and 
lawyers and ministers — that a 
vital part of their mission is to 
promote thought.” 


He contends that Emory’s trus- 
tees ‘‘are dedicated to harnessing 
thought and maintaining the status 
quo. They have no clearly defined 
image of what a university should 
be, and I don’t think they realize 
that they’re failing to fulfill their 
function as a university.” 


“The day of the regional, de- 
nominational school, is over. 
We've got to be a critic of local 
society, not a hand servant to it.”’ 


Said a Georgia Tech student: 
“Our administration has a com- 
pletely utilitarian concept of Tech 
as a vocational school for engi- 
neers.” 


And a Georgia State College 
professor put it this way: 


“They ‘the Board of Regents) 
have no concept of what a city 
college should be. They think it’s 
the rug all God's chillun should 
be swept under.” 


Both students and faculty mem-

Having no attractive opening, 
West chose too lead the doubleton 
heart and struck oil. East cashed 
the ace and king and permitted 
partner to ruff the third round. 
West exited with a trump, and de- 
clarer pulled the remaining spade. 


On the surface it would appear 
that declarer’s hope to fulfill 
contract rested with the club 
finesse. However, South chose to 
play West for the queen of clubs 
as well as the king of dia- 
monds. He had already learned 
that East held A-K-J of hearts of 
hearts and the queen of spades 
and, since East had passed as 
opener, declarer decided not to 
play him for any more high cards. 
True enough, the addition of the 
queen of clubs to the East hand 
would not necessarily have in- 
duced him to bid, but there was 
a further consideration. When 


West ruffed the third round of | 
hearts, he got out with a trump | 


rather than a club. Refusal to lead 
clubs made it somewhat more 
likely that he held something in 
the suit. 


Declarer cashed his ace of dia- 
monds and the good heart and 
proceeded to run all the trumps, 
reducing the North hand to A-7-4 
of clubs and his own hand to the 
K-J of clubs and the queen of dia- 
monds.

“The Soviets have tested 
the Sabin vaccine (the live-virus, 
U.S. developed vaccine) on 15 mil- 
lion children and have started 
giving it to 45 million other 
people. 

“The first thing proved was 
that the vaccine is safe. It is easy 
to give as it is given by mouth 
and can even be given in candy. 
However, the new vaccine will 
take three or four doses rather 
than one dose as was hoped for.

scientists of the two nations. This 
is the kind of thing we don’t hear 
enough about.”

Children behind the iron cur- 
tain have a permanent baby- 
sitter: The Communist Party. 


Maj. Gen. Bela Kiraly, for- 
mer military commander of 
Budapest and No. 2 man in the 
Hungarian army's fight for free- 
dom in 1956, said the commu- 
nists support family life, but 
they make sure parents are too 
busy to wield such influence 
over their children. 


“The average man cannot 
alone earn enough to support his 
family.’’ Gen. Kiraly said. ““‘The 
wife too must work. The parents 
are so occupied with earning a 
living they have to send their 
children out to be indoctrinated 
at clubs and by organizations 
under communist control.” 


The co-chairman of the Hun- 
garian Freedom Fighters Feder- 
ation pointed out that the Rus- 
sians “are making desperate 
efforts to indoctrinate the youth 
of Hungary into Communist 
ways of thinking.” He recalled 
that some 30,000 youths who had 
been brought up under commu- 
nism were killed fighting for 
freedom. 


A general staf§ officer during 
World War II, Gen. Kiraly was 
active in the anti-Nazi resist- 
ance movement in 1944-45, Im- 
prisoned in 1945 by the Red 
Army, he subsequently escaped 
to Hungary, where he was ap- 
pointed general staff officer in 
the new army. In 1951, Gen. 
Kiraly was arrested and con- 
demned to death for resisting 
Sovietization of the Hungarian 
Army. 


By the time he was impris- 
oned the second time, the hand- 
some Hungarian leader had 
married the widow of a close 
friend who had been killed in 
World War Il. His wife had 
three children, including twin 
boys born after the death of 
her first husband. 


“The children thought of me 
as their father,”’ Gen. Kiraly 
said. “But after-I was impris- 
oned and sentencéd to die, my 
wife was in an impossible situ- 
ation, particularly under the 
communist rule. To the children 
then, I was a father in’ name 


only. They were under a dread- 
ful handicap. They had no 
chance even to get into a good 
school because they nominal 


father was in prison.” 


For four years—from 1951-'54— 
Gen. Kiraly never left his prison 
cell, was not once allowed to 
write or contact his family. They 
met again finally —in 1955. He 
suggested that a divorce was the 
only way to save his family. His 
wife agreed, and divorced him a

few weeks later. 


Shortly afterwards, Gen. Kir- 
aly’s death sentence was com- 
muted to life imprisonment. A 
year later he was free, and 
elected commander-in-chief of 
the Hungarian National Guard. 
On Oct. 30, 1956, he was ap- 
pointed by Imre Nagy to Mili- 
tary Commander of Budapest. 


Gen. Kiraly never again saw 
his wife. 


“She’s remarried,” he ex- 
plained, “to a man capable of 
caring for them: I did not want 
to reopen old wounds by begin- 
ning again an old love affair 
when I could not re-establish 
the family.” 

On Nov. 4, 1956, Gen. Kiraly 
assumed command of all armed 
resistance in Hungary after the 
second intervention of the Soviet 
Army and the kidnaping of 
Gen. Maleter. He entered Aus- 
tria on Nov. 17, 1956. 


Now a resident of New York, 
Gen. Kiraly has lectured through- 
out the U.S. and in Europe on 
political and military aspects of 
the Hungarian revolution. At- 
lanta was his headquarters this 
week during a tour of the South- 
east in behalf of Radio Free 
Europe. He terms “truth” the 


most effective enemy of commu- 
nism, and pointed out that ‘‘Ra- 
dio Free Europe is looked on as 
the voice of truth by the people 
in Russian dominated countries.” 


“The young people especially 
are starved for truth and know!l- 
edge,’ Gen. Kiraly asserted. “In 
high school, they are taught that 
everything was invented and 
discovered by the Russians. In 
their hearts, they know this is 
not the truth. By their own 
lives, young people realize the 
communists are teaching lies.”

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THREE BLASTS IN THE TWILIGHT 


25 YEARS AGO BABE RUTH ENDED TALL TALE COME TRUE 


By STEVE SNIDER 


NEW YORK (UPI) — Twenty-five years ago 
Wednesday, obviously ill-at-ease in a road uni- 
form of the Boston Braves, the mighty Babe 
Ruth lofted a seventh-inning homer against the 
Pirates at Pittsburgh. 


It was his third homer of the game. It 
also was the 714th and the last he ever was 
to blast out of a major league ball park. Eight 
days later, the Bambino — ‘Mr. Baseball’ — 
retired as an active player leaving prodigious 
records that haven't yet been matched. 


“Another Babe Ruth,” they used to say When 
some strapping youngster came out of the bush 
| leagues and flashed a bit of home run power 
in spring training. But they don’t say it any 
more. None of those pink-cheeked rookies came 
close to Babe Ruth — and chances are none 


of them ever will. 


Ruth’s two greatest marks may stand for all 
time. 

Those are his lifetime total of 714 and a total 
of 60 in the season of 1927. The guy who came 


closest to hitting 60-was Ruth himself. He hit 
59 in 1921. 


Before he died of throat cancer on August 
16, 1948, at the age of 53, he looked kindly on 
the modern generation of home run sluggers 
and felt he’d live to see the day when his one- 
year mark of 60 would be surpassed. 


“Records are made to be broken,”’ he'd say 
in a husky voice reduced to little more than a 
whisper by disease. ‘They'll beat it some day. 
I want to be there when they do.” 


But some of the great ones had a run at it. 


Jimmy Foxx came the closest and, perhaps, 
might have gone over the top in 1932 when he 
hit 58 except for an injury in September. Still, 
who’s to say the Babe, then over the hill, 
wouldn’t have responded with one last great 
effort and make it 62 or 63 or whatever was 
needed? 

That last day of action against the Pirates 
in 1935 was the picture of a champion going 
down fighting. He had made up his mind to 
quit some days before but the right setting 
hadn't quite arrived.

executive in the hope that some day he'd inherit 
a job as a manager.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—The gov- 
ernment has charged Southern 
Bakeries Co. of Atlanta, serving 
the entire Atlantic Seaboard south 
of Washington, D.C., with giving 
discriminatory discounts on bread 
and other bakery products to cer- 
tain restaurant and food chains. 


The Federal Trade Commission 
issued the complaint § against 
Southern, makers of Hollywood 
bread. It charged that Southern 
has granted preferential discounts 
ranging up to 10 per cent to res- 
taurant chains and big retail out- 
lets, including the Howard John- 
son restaurant chain and Winn- 
Dixie Food Stores. 


The complaint alleged that the 
company gives competing custo- 
mers smaller discounts or none 
at all. 


During a 24-month period, it 
said, Southern gave Howard John- 
son a discount of $17,750 on pur- 
chases of $442,775 and granted 
Winn-Dixie $188,000 in discounts 
on purchases totaling $3,300,000 
during a 27-month period. 


Southern has total annual sales 
of about $25,000,000. It was given 
30 days to answer the commission 
complaint.
